Soviets Launch 
Space Station 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


government launched a new space 
station, Salyut 6, today, Tass an­ 
nounced. 
Salut 6 apparently was sent up un­ 
manned but in preparation for a new 
series of manned space flights. There 
was speculation that a crew would be 
rocketed to it by Oct. 4, the 20th an­ 
niversary of the launching of the first 
artificial space satellite by the Soviet 
Union. 
Tass described Salyut 6 as an “ or­ 
bital scientific station.” 
Another major Soviet anniversary is 


coming up, the 60th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik Revolution on Nov. 7. 
However, two days ago in Prague 
three Soviet cosmonauts denied a 
space spectacular was being prepared 
for that celebration. 
Tass said Salyut 6 would be used for 


“ scientific and technical research and 
experiments and also to work on the 
construction, on-board systems and 
equipping of orbital stations.” 
The report said the station was 


functioning normally and that its data 
was being received by tracking 
stations in the Soviet Union and on 
ships of the Soviet Academy of Science 
in the Atlantic ocean. 
Salyut 6 was reported orbiting the 


earth every 8 9.1 minutes at an orbital 
inclination of 5 1.6 degrees. The 
diatanee of the orbit above the earth 
ranged from 136 miles to 171,

Japanese To Pay Ransom For Hostages 


DACCA, Bangladesh (AP) — The 


Japanese government agreed today to 
hand over $6 million and nine prisoners 
to ransom 146 persons held hostage by 
terrorists aboard a hijacked Japanese 
airliner at Dacca airport. But the 
government asked for an extension of 
the hijackers’ deadline for the 
delivery. 
The terrorists from the ultraleftist 


Japanese Red Army released five 
hostages, including two of the five 
Americans known to be aboard the 
plane, an Indian couple and their in­ 
fant son. Japan Air Lines said the 
Americans freed were the pregnant 
wife of former California Assem­ 
blyman Walter Karabian and a man 
named Krueger who was ill. 
The other Americans still aboard the 


plane were Karabian, banker John 
Gabriel of Montebello, Calif., and 
Gabriel’s wife. 
The five hijacker* had given the 


Tokyo government until 
midnight 


tonight (2 p.m. EDT) to deliver the 
ransom money and nine "comrades” 
held in Japanese jails. 


If their demands were not met, the 


terrorists said, they would kill the 
hostages one by one, starting with 
Gabriel. 
Local 
officials 
indicated 
the 


hijackers chose Gabriel because they 
thought he was Jewish. But Rep. 
George E. Danielson, a California 
Democrat who is a personal friend of 
the 6 0-year-old banker, said in 
Washington he is of Armenian- 
Christian descent and had been in 
Soviet Armenia visiting relatives. 
Another report said the hijackers 


thought Gabriel was an intimate friend 
of President Carter. Danielson said he 
did not believe this was true, but the 
White House declined to comment. 
A spokesman for Prune Minister 


Takeo Fukuda announced that the 
money would be paid and the prisoners 
sent to join the hijackers. But he said it 
was impossible to get them to Dacca in 
the 18 hours then remaining until the 
deadline. 


As officials of the Bangladesh 
government and the Japanese em­ 
bassy negotiated at the airport with 
the hijackers, the Japanese govern­ 
ment 
was 
contacting 
the 
nine 
prisoners to ask whether they wanted 
to be sent to Bangladesh. They were in 
jails in Tokyo, Kyoto and Okinawa. 


The hijackers took control of the JAL 
DC8 jet after it left Bombay Wed­ 
nesday morning on a flight from Paris 
to Tokyo. It landed at the Bangladesh 
capital four hours later.

Japanese To Pay Ransom For Hostages 


DACCA, Bangladesh (AP) — The 
Japanese government agreed today to 
hand over $6 million and nine prisoners 
to ransom 146 persons held hostage by 
terrorists aboard a hijacked Japanese 
airliner at Dacca airport. But the 
government asked for an extension of 
the hijackers’ deadline for the 
delivery. 
The terrorists from the ultraleftist 
Japanese Red Army released five 
hostages, including two of the five 
Americans known to be aboard the 
plane, an Indian couple and their in­ 
fant son. Japan Air Lines said the 
Americans freed were the pregnant 
wife (rf former California Assem­ 
blyman Walter Karabian and a man 
named Krueger who was ill. 
The other Americans still aboard the 
plane were Karabian, banker John 
Gabriel of Montebello, Calif., and 
Gabriel's wife. 
The five hijackers had liven the 


Tokyo government 
until midnight 
tonight (2 p.m. EDT) to deliver the 
ransom money and nine “comrades” 
held in Japanese jails. 


If their demands were not met, the 
terrorists said, they would kill the 
hostages one by one, starting with 
Gabriel. 
Local 
officials 
indicated 
the 
hijackers chose Gabriel because they 
thought he was Jewish. But Rep. 
George E. Danielson, a California 
Democrat who is a personal friend of 
the 60-year-old banker, said in 
Washington he is of Armenian- 
Christian descent and had been in 
Soviet Armenia visiting relatives. 
Another report said the hijackers 
thought Gabriel was an ultimate friend 
of President Carter. Danielson said he 
did not believe this was true, but the 
White House declined to comment. 
A spokesman for Prune Minister 


Taken Fukuda announced that the 
money would be paid and the prisoners 
sent to join the hijackers. But he said it 
was unpossible to get them to Dacca in 
the 18 hours then remaining until the 
deadline. 


As officials of the Bangladesh

data processing for hospital billing. 
After the financial report was 
reviewed by Treasurer Harry Clifton, 
he said that accounts receivable are up 
$66,000 or $236,000 for the year. Most of 
it can be attributed to the delay In 
billing.

Energy taxes must be used 
primarily to finance new 
energy 
exploration 
and 
development. That was the 
blunt and firm advice given 
the administration by the 
Senate Finance Committee— 
the key to any energy tax 
legislation in the Senate. 
Unlike the House, which 
grumbled about the lack of 
plans for developing new 
sources of energy but did little 
about it, the Senate obviously 
has other ideas. 


The administration’s major 
energy 
tax 
proposal, 
a 


wellhead tax on oil which in 
time would bring the price of 
new oil discoveries up to world 
market levels, is the part of 
the program the committee 
says it will not enact unless a 
large part of the revenues are 
redirected into new energy 
development. 
A 
wellhead 
tax 
would 
produce an estimated $14 
billion annually in revenues 
and add about 7 cents to a 
gallon of gasoline. The ad­ 
ministration had earmarked 
these funds to become part of a 
complicated system of rebates 
to individuals as part of a 


redistribution scheme which 
had little to do with energy 
conservation. 


Powerful members of the 
Senate, from Majority Leader 
Robert C. Byrd on down, are 
on record as supporting a 
major 
drive 
to 
produce 
alternate sources of energy 
from oil shale, the conversion 
of coal to gas and other means 
to free the nation from its 
dependence upon imported oil. 
The administration will have 
to bend on this point. The 
Senate has no reason to 
capitulate. 


Stronger Sex Isn't

NEW YORK - Nearly all men - 
however strong, intelligent and 
“normal” they appear to be - are 
basically afraid of women. 
This fear is damaging to healthy 
heterosexual relationships. It also has 
boosted the ranks of homosexuals and 
lesbians in the United States. 
Psychiatrist Edrita Fried, Ph. D., 
who voiced this opinion, has claimed 
that men’s fear of women is by no 
means 
an 
exclusive 
American 
phenomenon. “Nearly all men, in 
nearly all parts of the world, fear 
women. 
“The only difference is in the ways 
which men of various cultures cope 
with, and try to hide, their fears. In 
many European countries, the men 
congregate together and the women 
join up somewhere else. In England, 
after dinner, it still is not unusual for 
the men to leave the women, and have 
their brandy and cigars alone - a form 
of camaraderie, but also of a veiled 
homosexuality.” 
In America, where men traditionally 
have gone to great lengths to suppress 
their fear through 
conspicuous 
“facades” of physical and sexual 
prowess, the clues are quite different. 
“Many American men,” said Dr. 
Fried, “are fearful of and awed by 
mature ‘real’ women - and therefore 
qre attracted to the child-girl. Even 
moreoften, U.S. 'men are enamored of 
the boy-girl - slim, casual in manner 
and dressed in modified male outfits. 
She acts like a pal, is young and 
seemingly ageless. Once more the 
impact of a grown woman is avoided.” 
Why are men afraid of a woman? 
From birth, according to Dr. Fried’s 
theory (and other psychiatrists often 
would agree), a man is at the mercy of 
woman and the love-fear mystery of 
her sex never leaves him. 
The 
women’s movement has pushed 
women into becoming even stronger 
and more powerful, intensifying the 
awe and fear. 
Ah . .. poor fellas. 
Where did we ever get the notion that 
we women were the sex objects? We 
shouldn’t have been resentful: We 
should have been worrying all along 
about our men. 
And it is obvious that, at last, we are. 
The October issues of three of the top 
women’s magazines are carrying 
heavy headlines on their covers, 
proclaiming new revelations on the 
subject. The Ladies’ Home Journal’s 
top coverline is: “At Last! How Men 
Really Feel About Sex.” Redbook 
advises it has “Great News About Men 
and Sex.” McCall’s is more co­ 
educational, with: “What ‘Experts’s 
Are Saying About Sexual Pleasure - 
and Why They’re Wrong.” 
Times change. Only a decade ago, 
the literature in women’s mags dealt 
with how to prevent our pressured 
husbands from succumbing to heart 


attack and other illnesses - in other 
words, measures to keep them from 
being bedded down; now the emphasis 
is precisely the other way around. 
Naturally, concerned women are going 
to rush to their newsstands to find out: 
Are men going to make it through the 
decade, sexually? 
The answer (as a public service to 
those who refuse to rush) appears to be 
“yes.” They are holding their own. 
They are considerably more square 
than many women might have 
imagined • studies reveal in LHJ that 
the majority prefer sex in marriage, 
rather than outside it - but they don’t 
admit to many hangups. To me, the 
most startling finding in a survey of 
more than 4,000 males across the 
country (the first study, claims the 
Journal, since the Kinsey Report) is 
that sex is not at the top of their 
categories of pleasures in life. A 
majority, 61.2 per cent, said it was 
important all right, but not the most 
important pleasure in life. Asked how 
they felt about “being in love,” the 
largest single percentage said that 
that was the most important thing in 
life. Pretty sweet and old-fashioned. 
What type of woman makes men 
most “nervous” - 24.7 per cent named 
“beautiful women,” and another 21.4 


per cent said “very intelligent” ones. 
And asked “What most irritates you 
during sex?” the majority, 60.1 per 
cent, replied “If the woman seems cold 
or disinterested.” 
Redbook’s “great news about men 
and sex” echoed Dr. Fried’s concern. 
“The first thing to observe about the 
stronger sex,” says the article, “is that 
they aren’t. Men are no less vulnerable 
than women are to the insecurities of 
the sexual game, and are as easily 
intimidated.” I’m still trying to figure 
out why that’s so great. 
The McCall’s report, written by a 
Wardell Pomeroy, Ph.D., says it is a 
myth that “liberated” women are 
causing increasing sexual problems in 
men . . . and then goes on to say that 
“no one really knows” whether a new 
“pressure to perform” results in male 
sexual difficulties. 
One observation seems logical: the 
more women become involved in 
analyzing the sexual habits of men, the 
more intellectual and clinical their 
attitudes will become. And, possibly, 
the more inhibited men will become as 
a result. 
It’s conceivable - God help you, boys 
- we are now entering a new era of the 
sexual exploitation of the American 
male.

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One of my patients came to my office 
in acute pain. She had improperly used 
a hot water bag on the side of her chest 
for some muscle pain that was 
disturbing her. I would hardly have 
suspected that this particular person 
would have so little knowledge about a 
simple household remedy. 
Water bags that are too hot or too 
heavy may defeat their comforting 
purpose. The bag should not contain 
air. The way to get rid of air in the bag 
is to gently squeeze it until the water 
comes to the surface of the opening. 
Then secure the bag tightly with its 
own stopper. Do not use a makeshift 
substitute. 
Particular care must be taken to be 
sure that there is no leaking of the hot 
water. At no time should the water be 
hotter than 150 Fahrenheit. The bag 
should be wrapped in a cloth before 
applying it to the skin surface. 
It should be remembered that the 
skin of sick people or the skin of the 
elderly may be far more sensitive than 
the skin of the person who is preparing 
the bag. A good idea is to look at, the 
skin area a few minutes after the bag 
has been applied. If there is unusual 
redness or tenderness then the water is 
probably too hot. 
Exxon Makes 
Big Payoffs 
To Officials 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Exxon, the 
world’s largest corporation, also holds 
the record for payoffs to foreign of­ 
ficials, government investigators say. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission said in a civil complaint 
Tuesday that the Exxon Corp. paid at 
least $56.5 million to foreign govern­ 
ments, most of it to Italian officials. 
Previously, the $38 million by the 
Lockheed Corp. was the largest total to 
come out of the government’s four- 
year investigation of bribes paid 
overseas by American companies. 
Exxon, while not admitting any 
guilt, agreed to a permanent in­ 
junction barring it from violating 
securities laws. 
There is no U.S. law prohibiting 
bribery of foreign officials. The SEC 
complaint charged Exxon with failing 
to disclose the payoffs in its regular 
statements, which are required by the 
securities laws. 
So far about 360 companies have 
reported paying off foreign officials. 
The SEC has taken 32 firms to court. 
Most of the bribes have been to get 
government contracts or to speed up 
action on contracts, and are illegal in 
many of the countries involved. 
The SEC said Exxon made payoffs in 
at least 15 countries. Some $55.2 
million was allegedly channeled 
through Italy by Esso Italiana, from 
1963 until at least 1972. 
Exxon had maintained the payments 
were legal political contributions, but 
the SEC charged much of the money 
went to political parties and govern­ 
ment officials to influence govern­ 
mental decisions. 
At least half the money, it said, was 
spent by Vincenzo Cazzaniga, who was 
fired as president of the Italian sub­ 
sidiary in 1971. The SEC said top-level 
management knew about these 
payments, which were allegedly 
channeled through 40 unrecorded bank 
accounts or overdraft accounts. 
The company said after Cazzaniga 
was fired, it did not believe it had to 
disclose its investigation publicly 
because the Italian payments were not 
material to its financial situation.

Even though the headaches are not 
severe, it still would be wise to have a 
complete neurological examination. I 
must assume that X-rays were taken 
of your skull. This, too, is a basic rule 
of safety following an injury. 
Doctors are particularly careful 
about treating such injuries for 
sometimes, following a concussion, a 
small amount of blood may ac­ 
cumulate within the skull. Although 
this is unlikely in your case, you 
deserve that added examination and 
the assurance that it will bring.

Service. 


C arter’s emotional traum a at 
presiding over the departure of his 
friend was evident to anyone who 
watched the televised news conference 
at which the Lance resignation was 
announced. 


Unnoticed, perhaps, was Carter’s 
impatience at ending the news con­ 
ference ordeal, which produced 
nothing but questions about Lance. 
After the session had been in progress 
about 35 minutes, the President looked 
at his wristwatch and announced, 
“Thank you very much.” Then he 
strode from the room, abandoning his 
custom of engaging in departing small 
talk with reporters in the front rows. 
Of course, Carter also abandoned the 
tradition of waiting for the senior wire 
service reporter to end the conference 
by shouting, “ Thank you, Mr. 
President.” 
The last time a President did not 
wait for a press corps “thank you” was 
when Richard M. Nixon, barraged 
with questions about Watergate, cut 
short a news conference in 1973.

Small Towns Face Economic Woes 


EDITORS’ NOTE: Crime, pollution 
and government red tape are no longer 
the preserve of big cities. They’ve 
reached the little places, the small 
towns. Here, in the first of the two-part 
series, is a look at some of the wren­ 
ching difficulties now facing many 
smaller American cities.

In big cities, they say you can’t fight 
city hall. 
But in more and more small cities 
and towns, ifs the city halls them­ 
selves that are finding they are 
unequipped to fight increasingly 
complex 
economic 
and 'social 
problems that are threatening their 
once-tranquil way of life. 
Officials of those small towns and 
medium-sized cities complain that the 
larger cities are getting all the at­ 
tention — and money — while their 
struggles are going largely unnoticed. 
In recent months: 
—Robert Marko, a citizen of Ambia, 
Ind., population 259, blanketed 
Washington with letters pleading that 
his town is being forced by the federal 
government to undertake a sewage 
treatment system that its mostly poor 
and elderly citizens can’t possibly 
afford. 
Four small towns, led by Worcester, 
Vt., sued the federal Economic 
Development Administration because 
they claimed they were being excluded 
from aid under the $4 billion public 
works job program. The four towns 
won a $535,000 settlement in federal 
court. 
—Jerald Peters, part-time mayor of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., says he faces 
the prospect of managing a town with 
unemployment problems as serious as 
the worst of American slums. The 
city’s immediate job crisis, he says, is 
largely due to the Carter ad­ 
ministration’s decision to close down 
nearby Kincheloe Air Force Base, the 
area’s most important employer, in 
September. 
“We expect a 40 per cent unem­ 
ployment rate after the closing. The 
prospects have been very, very bad,” 
says Peters, whose only hope is to 
persuade the Michigan state govern­ 
ment to make use of part of the 
vacated Air Force facility. 
For 20 years, census figures have 
shown a mass migration from big 
cities to smaller towns. City residents 
have hoped to find the country picket 
fences, the homey smiles and friendly 
hellos — or at least an escape from 
crime, high taxes, dirt and other urban 
hassles.

cataclysmic to smaller towns: a 
factory shutting down, a new shopping 
mall opening nearby, or a federal 
grant lost because the city manager 
didn’t lpiow about it. 


Some small cities are growing too 
fast and don’t have the know-how to 
plan for it. Others are shrinking, losing 
population and jobs, and gaining older 
and poorer people requiring higher 
levels of government spending to 
sustain them. Still others have mayors 
and managers that lose federal and 
state aid becasue they don’t have the 
expertise to comply with complex and 
often expensive grant regulations. 
In the past year, the National 
League of Cities surveyed smaller 
cities to find out their most serious 
problems. The responses, in order, 
were: inability to meet requirements 
of federal applications and programs; 
budget problems; water storage and 
treatment; growth and land use 
planning; housing; law enforcement; 
stagnant tax base; lack of com­ 
munication between city and citizens; 
sewage treatment, and state laws that 
infringe on city interests. 
Some, like Lynn, Mass., are showing 
all the symptoms of larger, declining 
central cities. 
With a declining population, a 
decaying downtown area and a 
property tax rate that has tripled since 
1970. “We’re going to have some 
financial failures before this is all over 
and Lynn is definitely a prime can­ 
didate,” says one Massachusetts state 
official who asked not to be identified. 
A thriving medium-sized industrial 
town before World War II, Lynn was 
the nation’s shoemaker, with 103 
factories. It now has two factories and 
about IOO empty loft buildings scarring 
its downtown. The rest of those fac­ 
tories were forced out of business by 
foreign competition. 
“Small towns that were just potato 
fields are turning into central cities. 
The range of responsibilities for of­ 
ficials of these cities is much greater 
than it was,” says Dr. George Stem- 
lieb of Rutgers University, an expert in 
the problems of small cities. 
Stemlieb says the smaller cities 
located in big metropolitan areas 
generally are the worst off. 
“The age of the shopping center is 
killing those towns. There has been a 
decline in their economic function. On 
the other hand, a small city in the 
prairie maintains its market role as a 
retail center,” he says. 
Plainfield, N.J., illustrates his point. 
Tepper’s, a 100-year old local depart­ 
ment store, went out of business a few 
months ago. In general, the city’s 
downtown has had trouble luring 
shoppers for years. Most people prefer 
to shop -on a nearby highway packed 
with convenience stores and shopping 
plazas. 
On the other hand, many Mid­ 
western prairie towns are suffering the 
urban ill known as redlining, an af­ 
fliction normally associated with big- 
city slums. Redlining is when banks 
and other lenders refuse to invest 
money in an area they think is 
declining, thereby hastening the 
decline. 
“Disinvestment is not solely an 
urban phenomenon. Rural America is 
subject to the same process with 


probably the same effects,” says a 
1976 study of housing and business 
investment patterns in Nebraska by 
the University of Nebraska’s Center 
for Applied Urban Research. 
The study found that “communities 
throughout Nebraska with populations 
under 1,000 and without a savings and 
loan association close by have the most 
difficulty.” Home mortgage seekers in 
smaller towns are often required to 
pay higher interest rates, pay the loans 
back sooner and make loarger down­ 
payments, or aren’t given loans at all. 
Even communities like Naples, 
Maine, are not immune from problems 
like overcrowded schools. Nancy 
Bushell, one of three selectmen on the 
local council in this town of 1,800 says 
an influx of poorer people moved into 
new homes built with federally backed 
mortgages in the early 1970s. 
As a result the tiny elementary and 
junior high school “is bulging,” she 
says, and classes have had to be held in 
churches, armories and hallways. 
More than $500,000 of the city’s $650,000 
budget is taken up by schools. 
In desperation, the community 
which lies on Sebago Lake north of 
Portland placed a moratorium on all 
new housing construction two years 
ago. The new housing ban was lifted 
this year but Naples, like other Maine 
towns, remains nervous over the 
consequences of unwanted rapid 
growth. 
They are worried, says Maine 
Municipal Association executive 
director John L. Salisbury, over “those 
who arrive who want, or think they 
want, the amenities of a rural life. But 
when they come, it means they need all 
the expensive services: sewers, 
schools, sidewalks, and works.” 
Longer-term economic forces are at 
work in other small cities like Ashland, 
Wis. In the early 1950s, the town 
located on the shore of Lake Superior 
I lad more than 20,000 people and 
prospered with the Great Lakes 
shipping, mining and timber in­ 
dustries.

The 
present fixed limit of $750,000 has been 
part of the Constitution since 1851. 


The money could be used for state 
capital improvements or to provide 
funds to local governments for capital 
improvements. 
‘‘Revenues,’’ as used in the amend­ 
ment, is the average of the state’s 
revenues tor the two years preceding 
the anticipated borrowing. Federal 
money paid to the state, one-half of the 
income and estate tax collections, and 
borrowed money are excluded from 
revenues in making these calculations.

Sets Attack 
Exercise 


RICKENBACKER AIR FORCE 
BASE — Access to Rickenbacker Air 
Force Base will be restricted Oct. 3 
due to an annual attack response 
exercise. The attack response exercise 
will test the ability of the base to 
operate under simulated nuclear blast 
and fallout conditions. 
Entering and leaving the base will be 
prohibited during the six-hour exercise 
except for persons involved in an 
emergency, Department of Defense 
contractors, school children and 
teachers, post office employees, and 
venders and salesmen delivering 
perishable goods. No visitors will be 
allowed on the base except by specific 
invitation of the 301st Air Refueling 
Wing Commander, Col. Regis F. A. 
Urschler. 
Personnel of the 121st Tactical 
Fighter Wing and the 160th Air 
Refueling Group of the Ohio National 
Guard will not participate in the 
exercise. 
The exercise will begin with a 
general base recall. When the com­ 
mand post receives information that a 
simulated attack has occurred, an 
attack warning signal will be sounded 
on base sirens. This simulated warning 
signal is a wavering tone of one-minute 
duration. In the event of an actual 
attack, a 
three to five-minute 
wavering tone will be sounded. 
All base activities will be conducted 
as if Rickenbacker was receiving 
radioactive 
fallout. 
Dependents 
residing on base will be required to 
stay inside during the exercise. 
Security police personnel will an­ 
nounce termination of the exercise on 
base with sound trucks.

(AP) - A loose 
piece of equipment struck and killed a 
crewman Wednesday aboard the ore 
carrier William P. Snyder of the 
Cleveland Cliffs Iron Co., state police 
reported. 
Harold McTique, 62, of Sepeky, 
Minn., was dead on arrival at Mount 
Clemens General Hospital, where he 
was airlifted by a U.S. Coast Guard 
helicopter after being struck in the 
chest by an emergency tiller that 
broke loose, state police said. 
State police of the New Baltimore 
post held the ship up for several hours 
until statements were taken from 
shipboard witnesses. A state police 
spokesman said they were convinced 
the incident was accidental.

Legislative Budget Office noted the 
General Assembly has taken a number 
of steps in the past 17 years to increase 
“various tax rates.” 


The most memorable, of course, was 
imposition of a state personal income 
tax in 1972. More obscure is the fact 
that state cigarette taxes have been 
raised four times since 1959 and now 
stand at 15 cents for a standard 20- 
cigarette pack. 


“Only

have

cigarette taxes,” noted the budget 
office, which released the federal 
study. A proposal to add another penny 
to back a proposed bond issue for 
prison construction has been scrapped. 
When it came to property taxes, 
“Ohio was very close to the national 
average,” calculated as a percentage 
of total state-local taxes. Property 
taxes, which go for operation of public 
schools and other local government 
uses, accounted for 37.9 per cent of the 
state’s total tax revenue in 1975. 
Ohio’s sales tax of 4 per cent is also 
“above average,” the budget office 
said, with 12 states higher and 16 
reporting lower rates. 
Former Gov. John J. Gilligan, in 
defending the state income tax several 
years ago, used to mention that Ohio’s 
rated 48th in tax effort. 
Forty-eighth or 50th, low taxes are 
“something to be proud of,” the Gov. 
James A. Rhodes administration 
budget director William W. Wilkins 
believes. 
“I’m certainly not recommending 
any new taxes and as a taxpayer I 
wouldn’t want to pay anymore,” 
Wilkins said in an interview. “I think 
we’re providing an adequate level of 
service in Ohio,” the budget director 
said. 
Wilkins also stressed that the federal 
figures did not include business taxes 
on corporations and machines and 
equipment, which he described as 
“fairly steep” in Ohio. 
Rhodes has consistently pressed the 
legislature to no avail for laws to grant 
tax breaks to Ohio industries. 
But if tax holidays are not in the 


offing, neither are increases, at the 
present. Like Wilkins, majority 
Democratic leaders of the legislature 
are not recommending any new or 
iiigher taxes.

Profs Got CIA Grants 


Columbus, ohio (Ap) - Two 
researchers at Ohio State University 
received a total of $37,000 from the CIA 
in 1959 to conduct behavioral research 
projects, the university said today. 
Long-awaited documents received 
from the Central Intelligence Agency 
show one researcher received $35,000, 
and the other $2,000, said Edwin M. 
Crawford, OSU vice president for 
public affairs. 
The heavily edited documents 
“contain vague descriptions of the 
projects and how much money was 
spent,” Crawford said. “Apparently 
the money did not go through the 
university but directly to the in­ 
dividuals involved.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Honda 
Motor Co. officials interested in 
opening their first American plant in 
Ohio have been offered land at cost by 
a friend of Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Ralph J. Stolle, a Cincinnati 
businessman, bought 1,000 acres at the 
site of the state Transportation 
Research Center for $467 per acre in 
1969. Area realtors say that acreage 
now is worth $1,000 to $1,200 per acre. 
“Because of the Ralph J. Stolle 
companies’ interest in developing 
Logan and Union counties, they offer 
acreage at cost to anyone who would 
build a facility and employ a sub­ 
stantial number of people,” Stolle said 
in a statement Wednesday. 
Honda Motor Co. announced tyiis 
week it was considering locating its 
first American plant in Ohio. The 
facility would employ 300 to 400 per­ 
sons initially to make motorcycles. 
James Duerk, director of the 
Department of Economic and Com­ 


munity Development, which urged 
Honda to develop in, Ohio, said Wed­ 
nesday Honda was aware of the 
ownership of the site and told of 
possible implications. 
“They chose the site, not us,” Duerk 
said. “Am I supposed to tell them that 
they can’t buy that land because it is 
owned by a friend of the governor?” 
Rhodes said the Japanese firm had 
targeted 247 acres of the Stolle 
property as a favorable site for its 
proposed $37.5 million plant because of 
highway and rail facilities. 
“The land was bought (by Stolle) 
after the research center was 
developed there,” Rhodes said. 
‘ ‘They’ll get that at no profit to anyone, 
and anyone else who wants to locate a 
plant there can get it (the property) at 
the 1969 price,” Rhodes said. 
“They’re going to sell it at what they 
paid for it,” the governor said. 
Plans for the research center were 
approved by the legislature in 1969 and 


construction began in the early 1970s. 
Rhodes first proposed the center in 
1967. 
“Any place you buy land (in Ohio), 
people happen to be friends of mine,” 
the governor said. 
“They (Honda) picked it out and we 
found out that Stolle owned it,” the 
governor said. 
“He (Stolle) said he would sell it at 
exactly the price he paid for it,” 
Rhodes said. 


Rhodes said Honda officials had at 
first expressed concern that the 
property might be offered at a 
speculative cost. 


Stolle companies include firms in 
Cincinnati, Lebanon, Mason, Dayton 
and Sidney. He also operates farms in 
several Ohio counties. Stolle said his 
companies employed between 3,000 
and 4,000 Ohioans.

“If they had no place to land, I think 
it would be a short time till they sought 
a more hospitable residence,” he 
reasoned. 
Meanwhile, the Oceana pigeon flock 
is “alive and healthy,” he said. 


Manhattan Police 
Uneasy O ver Gem 
Theft, M urder 


NEW YORK (AP) — Murder and the 
disappearance of up to $1 million in 
gems has left Manhattan’s bustling 
diamond district uneasy as police seek 
the killer of a 25-year-old gem broker. 
Detectives sifted evidence taken 
from the tiny office of diamond cutter 
Shlomo Tai, 31, who led police to 
Pinchos Jaroslawicz’ body on Wed­ 
nesday. Tai recounted a bizarre tale of 
robbery, kidnap and murder by two 
shadowy male intruders. 
Tai, who has not been charged, was 
being held as a material witness in the 
case, and was set to appear today at a 
hearing in state Supreme Court, New 
York’s trial court. 
The material witness status enabled 
authorities to keep the solidly-built, 
shaggy-haired Tai available for fur­ 
ther questioning without charging him 
with any part in the crime. 
Steven Hyman, one of Tal’s two 
attorneys, said his client was 
cooperating with police, but was not 
happy that Tai was being held as a 
material witness. 
Tai, described as a high-living 
business acquaintance of the slain 
man, had been missing for three days. 
He told police that two men entered his 
office Sept. 20 and beat Jaroslawicz, 
25, to death.

Bu t v iolent crimes—mu rder, rap e, 
rob b ery , aggrav ated assau lt—were 
down 4 p er cent across the cou ntry and 
5 p er cent in Ohio.

b u rglary , larceny -theft, m« *tor v ehicle 
thefts—were u p 1 p er cent across the 
cou ntry , they rose only ab ou t half that 
mu ch in Ohio. Most of the state's b ig 
cities recorded ev en b etter resu lts. 
The actu al nu mb er of crimes 
remained high, howev er. The FBI 
noted there was a mu rder ev ery 28 
minu tes last y ear, a forcib le rap e 
ev ery nine minu tes, a rob b ery ev ery 75 
seconds, an aggrav ated assau lt ev ery 
64 seconds, a b u rglarly ev ery 10 
seconds, a larceny -theft ev ery fiv e 
seconds, and a motor v ehicle theft 
ev ery 33 seconds. 
In most of Ohio’s b ig cities the drop 
m the nu mb er of v iolent crime was 
greater than in the cou ntry as a whole. 
Decision On Acreage 
Cutback Is Delayed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A final 
decision b y the Carter administration 
on whether to cu t b ack on com and 
other liv estock feed acreage nex t y ear 
will b e delay ed at least another two 
weeks. 
Agricu ltu re Secretary Bob Bergland 
said in an interv iew Wednesday that 
an acreage setaside annou ncement on 
1978 com and other feed p rob ab ly will 
b e made soon after the Agricu ltu re 
Dep artment issu es its nex t 1977 crop 
p rodu ction estimates on Oct. 12. Two 
weeks ago Bergland said that the feed 
grains acreage decision wou ld b e 
annou nced b y Oct. 1, which is Satu r­ 
day . Bu t he now say s that more time is 
needed. 
“I think we hav e to wait,” Bergland 
said. ‘‘We want to take a good hard 
look at the situ ation b efore making an 
annou ncement.” 
Bergland said that while the 1977 
com crop still ap p ears to b e hu ge, 
there are at least two factors which are 
p romp ting a delay in deciding on 1978 
feed grains. 
First, he said, is an ap p arent sp read 
in aflatox in contamination in this 
y ear’s com crop . Aflatox in is known to 
b e a p otent cau se of cancer in some 
sp ecies of animals and is v iewed as a 
p otential health hazard to hu mans. It 
can occu r natu rally when a certain 
kind of mold dev elop s in com and some 
other seed crop s. 
Aflatox in has b een fou nd in heav y 
concentrations in com grown in the 
Sou theast. It also has b een detected to 


lesser ex tents in many northern areas, 
inclu ding Iowa and some other im­ 
p ortant p rodu cing regions. 


Bergland said that rep o rts of 
aflatox in so far in the heart of the Com 
Belt are not great cau se for alarm. Bu t 
he said more information is needed 
b efore making a final acreage decision 
on the 1978 crop . 
For ex amp le, if aflatox in resu lts in 
large amou nts of com b eing con­ 
demned, USDA will hav e to think 
ab ou t altering its tentativ e p lans for 
req u iring farmers to idle some of their 
feed gram acreage nex t y ear to help 
redu ce rising su rp lu ses. 
The dep artment already has an­ 
nou nced that wheat farmers will hav e 
to redu ce p lantings 20 p er cent for the 
1978 harv est in order to q u alify for fu ll 
gov ernment p rice su p p ort b enefits. 
Bergland has b een talking ab ou t a 10 
p er cent acreage setaside for com and 
other 1978 feed grains. 
Bergland said that another reason 
for delay ing the decision that weather 
p ro b lems hav e p rev ented a tidy 
wrap u p of this y ear's wheat harv est in 
Canada. This cou ld mean that a large 
p ortion of the Canadian wheat crop 
will b e of low q u ality and therefore, 
sold at lower p rices as animal feed in 
comp etition with U.S. feed grains. 
Thu s, there is a p ossib ility that 
cheap Canadian wheat cou ld hav e 
some effect on U.S. com markets and 
force some fu rther tinkering in the 1978 
feed grains p rogram.

Sen. Anthony J. Celeb rezze Jr., D-25 
Clev eland, sp onsor of the original b ill 
introdu ced last week and p assed 
Tu esday b y the Senate, said he wou ld 
ask his colleagu es to accep t the Hou se 
change. 
It wou ld p ermit districts that lev y at 
leas* 35 mills to b orrow money this 
y ear, if fu nds were needed to keep 
their schools op en. Tax rev enu es that 
b ecome av ailab le after Jan. 1, 1978, 
cou ld b e u sed to b ack the loans. 
The b ill was ou tlined for the com­ 
mittee b y Pau l W. Briggs, su p erin­ 
tendent of schools for the Gev eland 
district, which wou ld b enefit. Briggs 
said Gev eland was not faced with a 
shu tdown du e to v oter resistance to tax 
issu es, b u t needed additional money 
b ecau se of an u nu su al cash flow 
p rob lem related to delay s in p ay ment 
b y the state of some su b sidy fu nds. 
Only one other district wou ld ap p ear 
to q u alify u nder the 35 mill minimu m, 
the Garfield District in Po rtage 
Cou nty , which has a tax lev y on the 
b allot in Nov emb er. If ap p rov ed, it 
wou ld negate the need for b orrowing 
u nder the b ill’s p rov isions. 
The Toledo district, schedu led to 
close nex t month u ntil after the first of 
the y ear, is well u nder 35 mills.

Violent Crimes Drop In Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
number of violent crimes dropped 5 
per cent across Ohio last year and even 
more than that in most big cities in the 
state, according to figures compiled by 
the FBI. 
The 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation's 
Uniform 
Crime 
Statistics report, released Wednesday, 
showed the number of crimes reported 
to police was down less than I per cent 
across the country, and down only .04 
per cent in Ohio. 
But violent crimes—murder, rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault—were 
down 4 per cent across the country and 
5 per cent in Ohio. 
And while property crimes— 


burglary, larceny-theft, motor vehicle 
thefts—were up I per cent across the 
country, they rose only about half that 
much in Ohio. Most of the state’s big 
cities recorded even better results. 
The actual number of crimes 
remained high, however. The FBI 
noted there was a murder every 28 
minutes last year, a forcible rape 
every nine minutes, a robbery every 75 
seconds, an aggravated assault every 
64 seconds, a burglary every IO 
seconds, a larceny-theft every five 
seconds, and a motor vehicle theft 
every 33 seconds. 
In most of Ohio’s big cities the drop 
in the number of violent crime was 
greater than in the country as a whole. 
Decision On Acreage 
Cutback Is Delayed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A final 
decision by the Carter administration 
on whether to cut back on com and 
other livestock feed acreage next year 
will be delayed at least another two 
weeks. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland 
said in an interview Wednesday that 
an acreage setaside announcement on 
1978 com and other feed probably will 
be made soon after the Agriculture 
Department issues its next 1977 crop 
production estimates on Oct. 12. Two 
weeks ago Bergland said that the feed 
grains acreage decision would be 
announced by Oct. I, which is Satur­ 
day. But he now says that more time is 
needed. 
“I think we have to wait,” Bergland 
said. “We want to take a good hard 
look at the situation before making an 
announcement.” 
Bergland said that while the 1977 
com crop still appears to be huge, 
there are at least two factors which are 
prompting a delay in deciding on 1978 
feed grains. 
First, he said, is an apparent spread 
in aflatoxin contamination in this 
year’s com crop. Aflatoxin is known to 
be a potent cause of cancer in some 
species of animals and is viewed as a 
potential health hazard to humans. It 
can occur naturally when a certain 
kind of mold develops in com and some 
other seed crops. 
Aflatoxin has been found in heavy 
concentrations in com grown in the 
Southeast. It also has bern detected to 


lesser extents in many northern areas, 
including Iowa and some other im­ 
portant producing regions. 


Bergland said that reports of 
aflatoxin so far in the heart of the Com 
Belt are not great cause for alarm. But 
he said more information is needed 
before making a final acreage decision 
on the 1978 crop. 
For example, if aflatoxin results in 
large amounts of com being con­ 
demned, USDA will have to think 
about altering its tentative plans for 
requiring farmers to idle some of their 
feed grain acreage next year to help 
reduce rising surpluses. 
The department already has an­ 
nounced that wheat farmers will have 
to reduce plantings 20 per cent for the 
1978 harvest in order to qualify for full 
government price support benefits. 
Bergland has been talking about a IO 
per cent acreage setaside for com and 
other 1978 feed grains. 
Bergland said that another reason 
for delaying the decision that weather 
problems have prevented a tidy 
wrapup of this year’s wheat harvest in 
Canada. This could mean that a large 
portion of the Canadian wheat crop 
will be of low quality and therefore, 
sold at lower prices as animal feed in 
competition with U.S. feed grains. 
Thus, there is a possibility that 
cheap Canadian wheat could have 
some effect on U.S. com markets and 
force some further tinkering in the 1978 
feed grains program. 


Hie FBI estimated violent crime was 
down 20 per cent in Canton, 16.5 in 
Cleveland, 14 per cent in Cincinnati, IO 
per cent in Columbus and IO per cent in 
Dayton. 
The number of violent crimes was up 
about I per cent in Akron, and an 
estimated 15 per cent in Toledo. 
Chief Corrin McGrath said a short­ 
age of police was partially responsible 
for the upsurge in Toledo. 
“We have been operating with a 
severe manpower shortage during the 
year. I am only now getting a class (of 
65 recruits) on the street that make up 
for a g o o d portion of the shortage.” 
But McGrath said it “would be a 
copout” to blame the shortage en­ 
tirely. “I don’t think anyone can really 
state why offenses do or don’t go up.” 
Canton Chief David Maser said he 
had not received the FBI report and 
was not sure what caused the plunge in 
the number of violent crimes.

It would permit districts that levy at 
least 35 mills to borrow money this 
year, if funds were needed to keep 
their schools open.

The bill was outlined for the com­ 
mittee by Paul W. Briggs, superin­ 
tendent of schools for the Cleveland 
district, which would benefit. Briggs 
said Cleveland was not faced with a 
shutdown due to voter resistance to tax 
issues, but needed additional money 
because of an unusual cash flow 
problem related to delays in payment 
by the state of some subsidy funds.

CINCINNATI (AP) - “ Ty Co bb’s 
hav ing a bad y ear," cracked Pete 
Ro se. "First Lo u Bro ck breaks his 
sto len base reco rd and no w this.” 


The Cincinnati Reds’ relentless 
batting star had just added ano ther 
feat to his mo unting list o f milesto nes. 
Capping an o therwise disappo inting 
seaso n fo r the dethro ned wo rld 
champio ns, Ro se drilled two singles 
which enabled him to equal Ty Co bb’s 
all-time reco rd o f nine 2 00-hit seaso ns. 
The reco rd sto o d fo r 5 3 y ears. 
“ The thing I’m mo st pro ud abo ut is 
that this is my 15 th y ear and he did it in 
2 4 y ears," said the scrappy third 
baseman, who se po pgun hits o v er­ 
shado wed a canno nade fro m the bats 
o f sluggers Geo rge Fo ster and Jo hnny 
Bench. 


So meho w, it seemed fitting. Ro se 
has lo ng accepted his ro le as a singles 
hitter, unsway ed by the temptatio n to 
swing fo r the fences. 
“ Ken Griffey and I set the table fo r 
Geo rge and Jo hnny . I leav e the ho me 
runs to the guy s who hit ho me runs,” 
said Ro se after the Reds’ 8 -0 ro mp o v er 
the San Diego Padres Wednesday 
night.

The Red Sox 
host the Blue Jays again and the 
Orioles play at home to the Detroit 
Tigers, a team they beat 3-2 in ll in­ 
nings Wednesday night. 
“No one Kist this race — New York 
just went out and won it,” said Boston 
slugger Carl Yastrzemski, all but 


conceding the division title to the 
Yankees, who are playing their most 
consistent baseball of the season. 
Of course the championship does not 
officially belong to the Yankees yet.

'Ty Cobb's Having A Bad Year' 


CINCINNATI (AP) - “Ty Cobb’s 
having a bad year,” cracked Pete 
Rose. “First Lou Brock breaks his 
stolen base record and now this.” 


The Cincinnati Reds’ relentless 
batting star had just added another 
feat to his mounting list of milestones. 
Capping an otherwise disappointing 
season for the dethroned world 
champions, Rose drilled two singles 
which enabled him to equal Ty Cobb’s 
all-time record of nine 200-hit seasons. 
The record stood for 53 years. 
“The thing I’m most proud about is 
that this is my 15th year and he did it in 
24 years,” said the scrappy third 
baseman, whose popgun hits over­ 
shadowed a cannonade from the bats 
of sluggers George Foster and Johnny 
Bench. 


Somehow, it seemed fitting. Rose 
has long accepted his role as a singles 
hitter, unswayed by the temptation to 
swing for the fences. 
“Ken Griffey and I set the table for 
George and Johnny. I leave the home 
runs to the guys who hit home rims,” 
said Rose after the Reds’ 8-0 romp over 
the San Diego Padres Wednesday 
night. 
Foster blasted his 52nd home run — 


four shy of Hack Wilson’s National 
league record — and Bench clouted 
the eighth grand slam of his career. 
“I’m happy because it was one of the 
three goals I set every year. I want to 
hit .300, get 200 hits and score IOO runs. 
Usually if I do those things, we win a 
lot of game.” said Rose. 
The 35-year-old three-tune batting 
champion received a standing ovation 
from a crowd of 13,000 after his 
seventh inning single off former 
teammate Dave Tomlin. 
“He told me before the game, 
’You're not going to get it off me,’” 
recalled Rose. “Afterwards, I yelled 
over ‘Is that a capital T-O-M-L I-N?” 
The base hit glanced off the glove of 
third baseman Tucker Ashford and 
rolled into left field. 
Earlier this month, Brock became 
baseball’s all-time base stealer by 
surpassing Cobb’s 24year total of 892. 
Cobb compiled his nine 200-hit seasons 
in 19 years, between 1907 and 1924. 
“You have to grind it out,” said 
Rose, whose feats this year include 
passing Frankie Frisch as the all-time 
switch hitter. Early next season he 
should join the prestigious 3,000-hit 
club. 
“The Mere! is staying healthy and 


getting a lot of atbats," said Rose, who 
uped his batting average to .310. He is 
bidding for his 12th .300 season in 13 
years. 
Rose credited his success to his 
teammates. “I’ve always had a good 
pull hitter behind me. Guys like Vado 
Pinson and Joe Morgan. My job is to 
get on first and go to third." 
Rookie righthander Paul Moskau, 6- 
6, capped the night with his first major 
league shutout, a five-hitter at the 
expense of John D’Acquisto, 1-2.

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Ali-Shavers Bout Is Tonight 


NEW YORK (AP) - Tonight it’s 
Earnie Shavers’ turn to take a crack at 
Muhammad Ali, who calls the power- 
punching challenger Eamie Shaffers 
or the Acorn. 


It’s for the world heavyweight 
championship over 15 rounds or less in 
Madison Square Garden in what will 
be the 35-year-old Ali’s 22nd title fight. 
It also will be Ali’s 19th title defense 
in his two terms as champion and it 
comes one year and one day after Ali’s 
unanimous 15-round decision over Ken 
Norton in Yankee Stadium. 
Hardly anyone expects this fight to 
go 15 rounds and hardly anyone ex­ 
pects a victory by the 33-year-old 
Shavers, of Warren, Ohio, whose 
shaven head caused Ali to tab him the 
Acorn. 


Shavers, whose chin and stamina 
are questionable, feels he can go 15 
rounds, but acknowledges it would be 
extremely difficult for him to win a 
decision. His best chance lies in his 
strength vs. strength battle against the 
35-year-old 
champion—Shavers’ 
devastating punch against Ali’s great 
ability to take a punch. 
“He can’t hit harder than Sonny 
Liston, or Joe Frazier or George 
Foreman,” said Ali. 
“I’ll put a lot of pressure on him and 


if I hit him on the chin he’ll go,” said 
Shavers. “He has a lot more wars, 
tough fights. They start taking a toll on 
you.” 
Ali, who officially weighed 225 to 
211V4 
for 
Shavers 
Wednesday, 
preferred to talk about experience and 
the ability to handle the pressure of 
heavyeight title fights. 
“I’ll tell you about this sport,” said 
Ali. “It’s like a horse race, like a stock 
auto race. It’s the brains that win, not 
the physical ability.” 
Then the champion jumped on the 
fact that, except for a brief con­ 
frontation at a midtown news con­ 
ference Monday, the Shavers camp 
has kept its fighter away from a face- 
to-face meeting with Ali. 
“He’s scared,” said Ali of the 33- 
year-old challenger, who weighed in 
and left before the champion ap­ 
peared. 
“He seriously doesn’t want to see me 
here. But he’ll have to face me in the 
ring. Then when he hears the national 
anthem” — Ali then hummed a few 
bars — “and when he hears the crowd 
start shouting, ‘Ali, Ali, Ali,’ he’s 
gonna say to himself, ‘I must be crazy. 
What did I get into?’ Then while the 
referee is giving instructions, I’m 
gonna reach over and shine his head.”

Many years ago a nameless old dray 
horse outlived his usefulness and was 
shipped to the slaughterhouse where 
his hooves were turned into gelatin and 
slivers of his skin were dispatched to 
Chicopee, Mass. 
At Chicopee, the tough hide was cut 
into two pieces of leather and sewn 
around twine tightly wound over a 
rubber core center. 
A baseball was bom. 
Friday, Sept. 30, 1927, exactly 50 
years ago this Friday, umpire Bill 
Dinneen, behind home plate, plucked 
that ball from the pocket of his blue 
jacket and handed it to catcher Muddy 
Ruel of the Washington Senators. Ruel 
lobbed it to a big left-handed pitcher 
named Tom Zachary, who then served

Roosevelt, VJ Day, the Kennedy 
assassination, the first walk on the 
moon. 
In sports, oldtimers clock their 
memories by the ball that Babe Ruth 
hit for No. 60. 
At mid-day Tuesday, New York 
Mayor Abraham Beame stood under a 
huge portrait of Martin Van Buren in 
the Blue Room at City Hall and read 


from a parchment proclaiming 
Friday, Sept. 30, 1977 as “Babe Ruth 
Day.” 


“ I moved from Manhattan to 
Brooklyn when I was 21,” the little, 
lame-duck mayor said. “I became an 
avid Dodger fan but I never ceased to 
be a Babe Ruth fan. He was the 
greatest sports hero in baseball.” 


Hall of Famer Monte Irvin, now an 
aide to Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn, said he never would lose those 
boyhood visions of the Babe circling 
the bases after one of his towering 
shots. 


“He had a perfect home run stroke,”

Attack M ounting Against 


Plan To Scuttle Canal Treaty 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
adm inistration’s 
m ilitary 
and 
diplomatic forces are mounting a 
united, point-by-point counterattack 
against a well-organized campaign to 
scuttle the Panama Canal treaty. 
In two days of hard-sell testimony 
this week, senior administration of­ 
ficials sought to reply to the anti-treaty 
campaign and to specific conservative 
arguments against ratification. 
Conservative opponents of the treaty 
have argued that the treaty does not 
guarantee the U.S. right to defend the 
canal after it is turned over to Panama 
in the year 2000. 
But in Senate testimony Tuesday, 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown and 


Gen. George S. Brown, chairman of 
the military Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
stressed that there will be a far more 
dangerous military threat to the 
security of the canal if the treaty is 
rejected than if it is ratified. 
Meanwhile, retired Adm. Thomas 
Moorer, one of four former chiefs of 
naval operations on record as opposing 
ratification of the treaty, was called 
before the House 
International 
Relations Committee today. 
In his testimony Tuesday before the 
Senate Foreign Affairs Committee, 
Defense Secretary Brown said: “The 
canal was built for shipping, not 
slogans. The treaties you are 
examining provide real security, not

Ant Attack 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
group of enraged fire ants can 
sting 
a 
victim 
several 
thousand times in just a few 
seconds, says the National 
Geographic Society. 
When disturbed by an in­ 
truder, fire ants of both the 
red and black species respond 
by sending forth an army of 
defenders from their two- 
foot-high hills. Each ant 
grabs the victim with its 
mandibles, arches its back 
and jabs with its stinger more 
than a dozen times in rapid 
succession. 
Fire ants, named for their 
fiery sting, exist in nine 
southern states — occupying 
more than 150 million acres.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - College 
students again are being attracted by 
the camaraderie of belonging to a 
sorority or fraternity, according to 
Barbara Tootle, Greek affairs coor­ 
dinator at Ohio State University.

Toledo Schools 
To Set Date 


For Levy Try 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — The Toledo 
School Board is expected to set a date 
soon for a fifth attempt at passing a 
new tax levy to bail the system out of 
its financial woes. 
The board postponed action Tuesday 
night on setting the amount of millage 
to be sought and when to put the 
proposal on the ballot until it receives 
reports from two citizens committees. 
A spokesman said the board will call 
a special meeting next week. It will 
have to act by Oct. 7 in order to put the 
issue on the November ballot. 


Kay Quealy, a spokeswoman for the 
schools, said she understood the 
Citizens Committee for Effective 
Government, a group of 
local 
businessmen which has been studying 
school finances, wants to “hold out for 
a later date” for the levy vote. 
“It may be that they feel there isn’t 
enough time left to promote it now or 
that there will be too many other issues 
on the ballot then,” she said. 
The board has said it would try again 
to pass a levy, probably in the Nov. 8 
general election. Previous attempts 
failed in November 1975, June 1976, 
November 1976 and June 1977. 


“The last levy attempt was for 7.8 
mills, and the board has said that 
won’t do the job. It probably will be in 
the area of 8 mills,” Miss Quealy said. 
The board accepted Tuesday night 
the resignation by Supt. Frank Dick 
and named a committee to begin the 
search for a succesor. However, Miss 
Quealy said Dick’s resignation was not 
a factor in the levy argument. 
“We all knew he was going to leave. 
He asked for a one-year contract Aug. 
I. He had a contract which expired in 
August 1977, and so it was a question of 
two years or what. And he said he 
would prefer a one-year contract,” she 
said. 


Dick said in his announcement that 
he wanted “to clear the air” before 
another school levy is placed on the 
ballot. 
The failure of the previous levy 
attempts has left the school system 
with a $6.7 million deficit this year, 
which will require the 55,000-pupil 
district to close on Oct. 28 when it runs 
out of money. 
The district originally was to close 
down Oct. ll, but the board has 
received permission to delay payment 
of unemployment compensation until 
January. That gives it enough money 
to stay open ll more days.

membership) is the close friendships 
that last even after college,” Miss 
Tootle said. “They’re a support group. 
They help you when you’re down and 
cheer when your’re up. They accept 
you for what you are and look out for 
you.” 
Also factors in the decline of 
sororities and fraternities a decade 
ago were economics and the practice 
of hazing pleges. 
“It used to be a financial burden” to 
be in one of tile social groups, she said. 
Fraternities and sororities were filled 
with financially upper middle-class 
students. 
Now, room and board in a fraternity 
or sorority house is about $40 a quarter 
cheaper than in a university dor­ 
mitory, according to Miss Tootle. 
“Hazing is pretty well gone,” she 
said.

They offer the most 
practical guarantee obtainable that 
the canal will remain operational, 
secure and available to the United 
States.” 
And Gen. Brown indicated the nation 
would have to be prepared for a long 
period of military action in Latin 
America if the Senate refuses to ratify 
the treaty. 
He said a guerrilla warfare cam­ 
paign from inside Panama would 
require three divisions or about 100,000 
men to assure an adequate force to 
protect the canal. He said even a U.S. 
military force of that size could not 
stop saboteurs or commandos from 
causing enough damage to force the 
canal to close down for short periods. 
And Secretary Brown said efforts to 
operate in such a hostile environment 
would mean repeated shutdowns that 
would require the United States to 
respond with military force “over and 
over again.” 
Asked to respond to critics who say 
that making the canal a neutral zone 
would open it to enemy shipping in 
time of war, Secretary Brown said the 
treaty does give the ships of all nations 
access to the canal — but it does not 
guarantee them safe passage to reach 
it. 
Adm. James L. Holloway III, chief of 
naval operations, told the Senate panel 
in a written statement that approving 
the treaty would contribute to “a 
friendly and cooperative attitude” 
toward the United States by Latin 
American countries. 
Meanwhile, a subcommittee of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee sub­ 
poenaed a recently discharged Army 
sergeant who allegedly passed to the 
Panamanian government evidence 
that U.S. intelligence agents bugged 
Panama’s treaty negotiating team. 
The Senate intelligence committee, 
the State Department, the Defense 
Department and the two chief U.S. 
negotiators have said the alleged in­ 
cident in no way affected the outcome 
of the negotiations.

Trend Show s 
Upturn In 


Industry 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A govern­ 
ment index of future economic trends 
showed a sharp upturn in August as 
industries decided to spend mort 
money on their factories, the Com­ 
merce Department said today. 
The index of leading indicators rose 
eight-tenths of a per cent after a two- 
tenths of a per cent increase in July 
and declines of two-tenths of a per cent 
in both June and May. 
Most encouraging to economists was 
a rise of three-tenths of a per cent in 
contracts and orders for plants and 
equipment. That means industries are 
building more factories and will be 
able to turn out more products, 
possibly leading to more jobs. 
However, the index did not indicate 
an improved job outlook because the 
layoff rate was unchanged in August 
and the average work week declined. 
The Commerce Department had 
reported last month that the index had 
dropped three months in a row, but it 
subsequently changed its July figure 
from a drop of two-tenths of a per cent 
to an increase of two-tenths. The main 
reason was improvement in net 
business formation, another sign of 
business confidence. 
Economists have figured that any 
improvement in the economy will have 
to come from spending by businesses 
on new equipment and capital because 
consumer spending may have reached 
its peak. 
Also contributing to the increase this 
month was a rise of three-tenths of a 
per cent in building permits and boosts 
in the money supply, prices of raw 
materials and liquid assets. Among 
figures declining were vendor per­ 
formance and stock prices. 
The August increase was the largest 
since an increase of 1.9 per cent in 
March. In the past five years, the 
biggest rise was a 3.1 per cent jump in 
June 1975. 
The index now stands at 131.3, which 
means business activity is 31.3 per cent 
stronger than it was in the 1967 base 
period.
